But it is opposed to the abolition 
of the right of trial by jury in criminal 
cases; it is oppesed to government by 
injunction; it is opposed to the new evo- 
lution of, government by judicial edict 
or mandate, whereby any unlawful act 
may be punished twice—first. by arbi- 
trary sentence for contempt, from which 
there is no appeal, and again by regular 
criminal prosecution, thus making every 
crime a double one, an offense against 
the majesty of the court and an offense 
against the law. Therefore, in an ex- 
haustive review of Judge Woods’ de- 
cision the Republican says of the Debs 
sentence: 

This is as grave an infringement of con- 
stitutional rights as the ship-money of 
Charles I. or the taxation without repre- 
sentation of George III. * * Ig the in- 
terstate commerce law to be enforced ‘in 
this way and railroad magnates jailed for 
contempt without a trial? * -* * Debs de- 
served the condemnation of sober-minded 
men, which he received, and which prompt- 
ly crushed his revolt. As the victim of a 
procedure which sacrifices a sacred consti- 
tutional right, his wrong is the wrong of 
all, and should be rebuked by all. Such & 
measure as this sentence is not only @ 
wrong, but is full of danger. It puts a wea- 
pon in the hands of the judiciary which can 
and will be turned with ‘deadly effect 
against the capitalist whenever a party of 
labor shall elect Governors and Presidents 
and Judges. It shakes the popular confi- 
dence in the justice of our institutions 
which is our sheet anchor in times of ex- 
citement. Just as the good sense and firm- 
ness of the American people put down the 
revolt at Chicago, so, though by a different 
method, must this assault on liberty by 
judicial action be condemned and reversed. 


-A good start has been made in this 
direction. A bill to amend the statutes 
and this startling injunction business 
has been drawn up by the venerable and 
distinguished ex-Judge and ex-Senator 
Lyman Trumbull, and will be favorably 
reported and earnestly supported by the 
Judiciary Committee of the House.

The passage of this bill by both houses 
before the 4th of March will be accepted 
as a liberal compensation and fair atone- 
ment for many of the failures of the 
present Congress. Moreover, it wil pre- 
vent such judges as Jenkins and Woods 
from converting equity courts into 
courts of. criminal jurisdiction to ‘which 
habeas corpus, writs of error and trial by 
jury are unknown. Pass that bill and 
they will cease to usurp the police power 
and to make every threatened breach of 
the peace the foundation for an ftajync- 
tion bridge over which the Federal army 
may be marched by judicial order to 
quell any local disturbance or riot.

William Penn has been dead so long 
that it is highly proper that, the city of 
Philadelphia, which he foufided, should 
have recently placed upon the tower of 
its City Hall a colossal bronze statue 
of the great and magnanimous Quaker.

Properticlial Representation. 


Compiled for the Post-Dispatch. 

It has been calculated that at least two- 
fifths of the Voters of this country are un- 
represented in the Legislatures and the 
Congress of the United States. To do 
away with this iniquitous feature of our 
political machinery several systems of pro- 
portional representation are being advo- 
cated, the best known of which are the 
Hare, the Gove and the Free List systems. 

The Hare system has made headway in 
California, the Gove in Massachusetts and 
the Free List in Illinois, 

As the subject is a new one to most voters 
it is, for the present, sufficient to point out 
the differences between the two last named 


systems. 

To simplify matters, the main features of 
the two systems in regard to Congressional 
elections are given only, but they may be 
applied with necessary 3 to all other 
elections. 

The Gove system alana for the elec- 
tion of Congressmen in their respective 
States at large, and any body of voters 
Whose numbers equal 1 per cent of the total 
vote cast for representatives at the last 
preceding election, or the same number of 
voters by petition, may, in any State, nomi- 
nate a ticket composed of as many candi- 
dates eqifal to the number of representa- 
tives which the State is entitled to. Ina 
like manner, a smaller number of votets 
may nominate a ticket of a smaller num 
ber, or of a single candidate; but in no. in- 


stance shall any voter join in the nomina- 


tion for more than one such ticket. 


At any time after his nomination and not 
less than twenty-one days before the day 


of election, any candidate may furnish to | 


the Secretary of his State a written state- 
ment signed by himself and acknowledged 
before any official authorized to take ack- 
nowledgement of deeds, this statement to 
contain the names of one or more other 
candidates with whom he is agreed on the 
most important public questions and to one 
‘or more of whom he wishes to transfer any 


ineffective votes cast for himself. All such | 


statements to be published for the informa- 
tion of all the voters not less than two 
weeks before the day of election, and to be 
open for the inspection of the préss and 
the public as soon as received. 

Every legal voter is entitled to vote for 
any person eligible to the office, but no per- 
son is permitted to vote for more than one 


The number obtained by dividing the total 
vote cast by the number of representatives 
to be chosen is the quota, and every candi- 
date receiving such a quota to be declared 
elected. At the request of the candidate 
for whom they were cast, ineffective votes 
are to be transferred to a person named in 
the lid furnished by the candidate. 

All votes cast for a candidate in excess of 
a quota; all votes cast for candidates who 
since their nomination have died or become 
ineligible, and original votes cast for can- 
didates who received the smallest number 
of votes, are ineffective votes. If a va-

“Went to England to Live Because of a} 
Family Quarrel—Entertained Lavishly | 
and Was Very Popular-She Died in 
the Palace That Was Once tho Duke of 


Buckingham’s. 


LONDON, De 22.—Mrs. William Waldorf 
Astor died to-day at Ollvden-on-the- 
Thames. Clivden-on-the-Thames, where 
Mrs. William Astor died, is a beau- 
tiful stone palace which was formerly the 
residence of the Duke of Buckingham 
and more recently the residence of the 
Duke of Westminster. 


= 
One of the most prominent families in the 
society. of the Quaker Gity was the Pauls, 


and the daughter, Miss Mary Paul, Who 
made her debut in the Centennial year, 
both from her family’s position and her 
own beauty became at once the acknowl- 

belle of Philadelphia. A brunette, 
with rich olive 1 and most grace- 
ful form, althoug 8 poor, 
Miss Paul had suitors by the hundred. She 
came to New York to attend a Patriarchs’ 
ball in the winter of 1876-77 and was there 
introduced to Mr. William Waldorf Astor. 
His devotion to her began almost with their 
first meeting and soon excited comment, 
which was afterwards heightened by her 
return to New York as a guest of Mrs. 


» The courtship was not a long one, and the 
autumn Mr. Astor was married 
to Miss Paul in Philadelphia. The wedding 
Was comparatively a quiet one, and, like 
all affairs in which the late Mrs. Astor had 
anything to do with the management, was 
characterized by simplicity and good taste. 
Mr. Astor and his bride were naturally wel- 
comed to New Vork society with open arms, 
and have ever since held a prominent posi- 
tion. His father presented the young cou- 
le with a large double brown-stone house, 
o. 4 East Thirty-third street, where they 
lived until they went to Engiand. Young 
Mrs. Astor for some years did not exert 
herself socially in any marked degree, her 
tastes being apparently more domestic than 
is usually the case with young New York 
married women in ergs a fact which 
excited much comment. er beauty was 
universally admired, but she was not con- 
sidered a good conversationalist. 
Three children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Astor—two boys and a ri—the eldest of 
whom, Willian Waldorf, is now is years old. 
For some years the family spent their sum- 
vers at Newport, where they were familiar 
figures. Mr. Astor spent most of the time 
in the simmer with hits children, and it was 
an interesting sight to — him sitting on the 
ront seat of a small carriage, drawn 
y the tiniest of Shet — 8, with his eldest 
son driving and the ot ther two 1 
perched up behind.

The Church of the Assumption 
Property May Be Sold. | 


Catholic circles have been gossiping about 
the proceedings in Judge Dillon’s Court last 
Thursday, whereby Henry Kortjohn was 
appointed trustee of a mortgage upon the 
property of the Assumption Church at 
Ninth and Sidney streets, instead of Thomas 
F. Farrelly, whe was removed, from the 
trusteeship. The petitioner, Eliza A. Pul- 
Us, recites that she was the owner of a 
note for $5,000, dated April 24, 1891, payable 
five years after date, and of certain inter- 


est notes, all secured by a deed’ of trust ex- 
ecuted by Archbishop Kenrick and Rev. 
Constantine P. Smith, conveying to yy omy: 
F. A trustee, lots 4, 8 and 19 feet 3 
inches of lot 3, city block 842. fronting 147 
feet 8 inches on the north line of Sidney 
street and running back 120 feet. 
She alleged that an interest note, due Oct. 
24, 1894, remains unpaid, and that under the 
trust deed the trustee shall proceed to sell 
the property. She set forth that she ap- 
plied on Dec. 12 to Farrelly for the fore- 
closure of the mortgage, but that he de- 
clined. It is fair to presume that the new 
trustee will proceed to advertise the prop- 
erty for sale, and the church will go to 
the highest pen at public auction. 
FR. SMITII' S EXPLANATION. 
Rev. Fr. 2 when asked for an ex- 
planation of the matter, sald: Six years 
ago when I was pastor ‘of the Assum tion 
Church at Ninth and Sidney streets. 
bishop Kenrick requested me to secure a 
new site. I selected the property at Salina 
and Sidney streets, four blocks west of 
the Assumption Church, and now the site 
of the Assumption Church. The Archbish- 
op then ordered me to sell the property on 
which the Assumption Church stands. 
Terms were made with the Green Tree: 
Brewery Co. for the sale of the property for 
$10,000. Meanwhile I made preparations for 
the erection of the new church and I 
not intend to make the sale of the old one 
until the new one was finished. But some 
members of the parish living near the old 
church. petitioned Archbishop Kenrick not 
to let the buildin be ree. 2 turned 
other uses. e therefore ed that 
o churches should be maintained and 
that one-half of the value of the old church 
should be transferred to the new „ as 
an equitable adjustment of the property 
rights of the two parts of the parish. This

Assumption Church property 
or ae ae since the parish had neither 
debts nor funds. e understanding was 
that the debt incurred and the interest 
notes should be paid by the part, of the par - 
ish attached to the Assumption Church.

old * Archbishop Kenrick executed the 
deed of trust, because the property was in 
his name, and I signed the notes as the then 
pastor of the Assumption Church.

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tion Why the Boulevard Has Not Been 


Nearly three years ago the Municipal As- 
sembly ordered that Union avenue be con- 
verted into a boulevard from Delmar boule- 
vard to Forest Park. It was then a common 
clay-bed street, without any sort of im- 
provement. Now it ts practically no bet- 
ter than it was three years ago and it 
really is not a thoroughfare. People living 


on the street have complained so many 


times to the Street Department without 
anything being done that yesterday. in a 


‘fit of desperation they brought, the burden 


of their sorrows to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. A reporter called on Street Com- 


missioner Murphy and asked the reason 
for the delay. is is the explanation given 
by the Commissioner: 

“After the ordinance was passed, the 
Board of Public Improvements let the con- 
tract for improving Union avenue to the 
Heman Construction Co., but before the 
com y could begin work the constiti 
tionalitwjof the Stone law was assailed and, 
pending ‘a decision by the Supreme Court, 
the contractors could do nothing. ‘The 
people living on the avenue grew impatient 
at the delay and a number of them, under 
the name of the Oakland Realty Co., about 
a year obtained permission to grade the 
street. They work for two months and 
stopped. Then followed the decision of the 
Supreme Court, declaring the Stone law 
invalid and the city was compelled to can- 
cel the contract with the Heman Construc- 
tion Co. Last July Ernest P. Bell, who owns 
885 feet on Union avenue, made a pro 
that he be permitted to do all the im- 
8 under the supervision of the 

treet Department and in accordance with 
the ordinance, he to collect the cost of the 
improvements direct from the other prop- 
erty owners, thus relieving the city of all 
e ande the property owners 
from i assessment. I recommended 
that be accepted and the 
board la rmit. At the same time 
I notif he. Suburban Railway Co. to 
take up their tracks from the sides of the 
street and relay them in a twenty-six foot 
strip, reserved for that purpose the 
middle of the proposed boulevard. On Dec. 
7. last the Suburban people submitted to 
the board a blue print plan of their tracks 
and promised to submit in a few days a 
plan of the boulevard les which they 
proposed erecting. The latter promise has 
not yet been fulfilled. Why the work has 
not gone forward I do not know. The time 
in which it was to be completed was re- 
cently extended, but expires, I think, either 
in January or February. A great number of 
complaints have recently come tO me about 
the delay and I shall make it a business to 
hurry the Bell ty Co. up.“ 

The reporter nt upstairs to the rooms 
of the Board of Public Improvements and 
found that the permit referred to by Com- 
missioner Murphy was issued on July 18 
last to the R. E. MeMath Surveying Co. 
and not only had there been no entension 
but there was nothing in the permit which 
requires the work to be done in a given 
period. It is simply indefinite, and so far 
as any contract with the city is concerned 
the R. E. McMath Surveying Co. can keep 
the property holders on the anxious seat for 
the next hundred years. 

Who are the R. E. McMath. Surveying 
Co.“ the reporter asked of the clerk in the 
office of the Board of Public Improvements.

Dr. Beaumont Built a Fort to | 
Protect His Property. 


RESISTED STREET CHANGES WITH RIFLES,

Barricades in the streets of Paris have 
been far from uncommon in the insurgent
